THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the ‘Town of Loudon in the County 
of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Loudon, on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March, next, 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. ‘To choose all necessary ‘Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town' charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same 


3. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,600.00 for Old Age Assistance. 


4. To see if the town will vote to allow 2% discount 
on all property taxes paid within thirty days after presenta- 
tion of tax bills. 


5. ‘To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


6. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $725.00, the town’s share of necessary funds to 
meet the estimated deficit for 1950 of the Concord Hospital. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400.00 to exterminate White Pine Blister Rust. 


8. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $300.00 to aid in the care of neglected lots in the 
following cemeteries: Loudon Ridge, Loudon Center, 
Moore and Mount Hope. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not exceeding $86.00 (1/100th of one percent of the 
town’s valuation based on the 1949 assessment) to the Mer- 
rimack Valley Region Association for the purpose of pub- 
licizing and promoting the natural advantages and resources 
of the town in cooperation with the 37 other communities 
in this region. 


10. ‘To see if the.town will vote to discontinue a section 
of road, about 150 yards in length, originally the western 
end of the Sweatt Hill Road at its intersection with the 
Shaker Road; said section of road being considered of no 
use to the town due to the relocation of the Sweatt Hill 
Road. 


11. (By Petition) To see if the town will vote to elect a 
road agent annually by ballot, to be effective the meeting of 
1951, unless sooner by special meeting. 


12. ‘To see if the town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to have installed two additional street lights, one on 
Route 129 near George Brown’s house and another one at 
the intersection of the Penacook and East Concord Roads. 


13. ‘To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


To the Townspeople of Loudon: 
I. General Conditions 


In the selectmen’s report for the past year (1948) it was 
pointed out that the problems confronting the town are 
becoming more and more serious. ‘The demands for reve- 
nue by the top governments keep increasing and our own 
local requirements (as shown by our town appropriations 
at town meeting) keep getting larger. We are consequently 
going to have less and less to spend on ourselves. 

This year has not been very favorable to the lumber 
business and there is very much less taxable material on 
sticks. This difference will have to be made up by the prop- 
erty owners. 

Our town of Loudon is primarily a farming town, mostly 
dairying and poultry. These industries, which incidentally 
pay a very large share of the town’s taxes, are being adverse- 
ly affected by market conditions. 


Leee Trexehate 


Our tax rate last year was very high and all indications 
point to its continued rise. 

There is nothing mysterious about the tax rate. It is 
merely a problem in long division. Stated very briefly it 
equals the amount of appropriations (less estimated in- 
come) divided by the town’s valuation. 

In general a continued rise in the tax rate is due first to 
an increase in the cost of operations (that is in cost of labor 
and materials), and second to an increase in the services 
demanded by the public of its servants. The first is usually 
an indication of the policies of the federal and state govern- 
ments and the second is always an indication of our own 
desires. 


We do earnestly recommend to our townspeople to study 
carefully the budgets of our town, county, state and federal 
governments. 

Ill. Indebtedness 


Two serial notes of $1,000.00 each have been retired this 
year, one for the road grader and the other for the recon- 
struction of the Sweatt Hill Road. Our net debt now stands 
at $12,563.39. 

In this connection it might be in keeping to state that 
interest rates on short term borrowings in anticipation of 
taxes are going up. Lenders are now asking up to 214%. 


IV. Tax Collections 


As of December 31, 1949, 27% of the current year’s taxes 
had not been paid. This compares with 19% at the corres- 
ponding time of the previous year. Some of these unpaid 
taxes are unquestionably due to distress and inability to 
pay; but many of them, however, are due to continual post- 
ponement on the part of the taxpayer. Your selectmen would 
like to point out that it is better for the individual to pay 
within the 30 days and make his 2% discount rather than 
have the town pay 214% and add a share of it to his taxes. 


V. Highways and Bridges 


Alternating thaws and freezing weather this winter have 
occasioned considerably more road repairs than are usually 
required by the roadbed until after the spring thaws. 

Sundry portions of roads around the Ridge, Sabattus 
Heights, Pearl’s Corner, East Concord Road and Bear Hill 
have either been gravelled, ditched or both, and in a few 
cases also widened. 

Extensive repairs have been made on Pearl’s and Stan- 
nell’s Bridges and one wooden drain towards Oak Hill has 
been replaced by a four foot concrete pipe. 

A real effort has been made towards keeping the roads 
open and sanded during the winter. Although some com- 
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plaints have been received, they have been few compared 
to previous years. Please remember that we have sixty-five 
miles of town roads against about nineteen miles of state 
roads. 

That portion of town road known as the Sweatt Hill 
Road or the road to the Worsted Church has been rebuilt 
by the State under State Aid. 

The section of Ridge road known as Riverhill has been 
regravelled and tarred with T. R. A. funds. In this con- 
nection it should be pointed out that the use of the town 
grader enabled the town to have roughly about 20% more 
road built than if the town had rented the State’s equip- 
ment. 

A considerable income has also been received by the 
rental of the town grader to the State.

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Forest Fires—Our Most Shameful Waste 


Everyone apparently fears fire but too many are careless 
with it. This is particularly true of fires in and near wood- 
lands. Official figures show that more than 98 percent of all 
forest fires result from human carelessness and can be pre- 
vented. Consequently, we may say “Forest Fires are our 
most shameful waste.” 


Annual forest fire losses are tremendous and their effects 
far reaching. Such fires destroy the raw products of the 
forests, the protection forests provide for game and the 
supply of ground water. They upset local economies by 
drawing men from gainful employment and requiring the 
expenditure of public funds to extinguish them. 


Our forest fire organization is doing a good job in keeping 
the size of fires small but the number of fires is increasing. 
In 1949 there were 100 more fires in New Hampshire than 
in 1948, but they burned 500 acres less. For the warden 
and his deputies to do the job they are capable of, they 
must have the cooperation of the public — YOU! 


The primary objective of all fire fighters is PREVEN- 
TION — fire stoppage. This is the goal toward which your 
local forest fire warden and his deputies are constantly 
working. It can be achieved ONLY if YOU and YOU and 
YOU cooperate with them. It is worth YOUR effort and can 
be accomplished by: 


1. Being careful with fire in or near woodland, being 
particularly careful with matches and cigarettes. 


2. Securing the required written permit from the warden 
when the ground is not covered with snow. 


3. Insisting that others be careful and comply with burn- 
ing requirements. 


4. Calling the warden promptly when fire is detected 
and aiding him to extinguish it. 
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Let’s reduce the number of forest fires and eliminate our 
most shameful waste.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and citizens of the Loudon School 
District: 


I herewith submit my annual report as your Superinten- 
dent of Schools. 


The most important change in our school organization 
this year was the establishment of a new room in the Village 
Store to accommodate the increased enrollment in Grade I. 
This room has solved our enrollment problem temporarily 
at least. The repairs in this room have supplied adequate 
lighting and heating facilities, as well as classroom furni- 
ture. However, I believe this room should be considered 
as only a temporary emergency solution to our problem. 

If the present trend in enrollment continues, the School 
District should give consideration to constructing a central- 
ized school. In as much as some of the transportation routes 
are already set up, a centralized school would not involve a 
great deal more transportation expense. The advantage of 
bringing all the children in the town into one building 
would be very great. Nearly all of our buildings need im- 
proved lighting and toilet facilities and running water. 
Some of our buildings need better heating and ventilation 
equipment. Storage facilities in all of our schools are 
limited. 

The enrollment in most of the schools has reached a 
maximum. While it will be possible to continue to operate 
these schools for some time, we will be facing continually 
higher costs of maintenance. If we are to keep up a reason- 
able standard of lighting, heating, sanitation, plumbing, 
ventilation, etc., we are going to continue making expen- 
ditures each year out of proportion with the value of the 
buildings. The town should weigh carefully the advantages 
of operating a centralized school with modern heating, 
lighting, plumbing, and ventilation. In such a school it 
would be possible to have a cafeteria, library, nurses’ room, 
and possibly facilities for Home Economics and Shop and 
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play room. Such a plant would cost the district approx- 
imately $15,000.00 per classroom. There is no one perfect 
solution to our school problem. However, when our plant 
and facilities reach an extreme age and depreciation, one 
should surely consider the situation in much the same man- 
ner as they would when setting out to repair an old auto- 
mobile. When the cost of repair begins to exceed the capital 
investment in the car, we begin to question our policy of 
driving an old vehicle. 

It is not merely a question of “keeping up with the Jones,” 
but more a matter of offering the best possible education 
to our children with the amount of money we have to spend. 
We sometimes forget the dollars we pay out in income taxes 
are helping to support the School Lunch Program through- 
out the country. Our school facilities are so scattered and 
crowded that we find it impossible to take advantage of the 
Federal School Lunch Program. A large percentage of our 
school systems now offer music and art throughout the 
grades, as well as Shop and Home Economics in the Seventh 
and Eighth Grades. With our present plan of school organ- 
ization, it is impossible for us to consider these things. 

It is difficult for any small town to engage upon a build- 
ing program which will take them 20 years to pay off. How- 
ever, I believe the citizens of Loudon will want to consider 
the advantages of new construction. The studies of the 
building commitee should be continued. If a solution can 
be found within the ability of the town to pay, the voters 
should have an opportunity to decide whether or not they 
are in favor of better education for their children. 

I want to thank the School Board, the teachers and the 
voters of the Loudon School District for their help during 
this school year. We must all work together to secure the 
best education for our children. I deeply appreciate the 
support of the teachers, school board and citizens of Loudon.
